I.e<i 
Skolny and Kilkenny Boy divided attention in a 
hetling wa.v. tin? Mackenzie representative finally 
closing a strong favorite. He indulgeil Kilkenny 
Boy with the lead for five-eighths but wlien called 
on raced into the lead, oiil.v in turn to reliiniuish 
it to Star Shooter, which in the last sixte*'nth 
seemed a certain winner. But Water Witch, com- 
ing with a great rush, got up in the last seventy 
yards to win by a scant half length. Star Shooter 
was pr<4>aldy Imst and hut for being forced to 
come wide into the stretch would have won.

ONLY nVE WINNERS OF THE TWO THOUSAND GUINEAS 
IMPORTED INTO AMERICA 

By Ds. M. M. LEACH 



Winners of the Two Thousand Guineas which 
have been imiairted into this eountr.v are five in 
numls>r, and iiieliide Riddlesworth, Glencta*, Prince 
Hiarlie, Ormonde and Rock Sand, 'llie iiedigiws 
and iierformuiKS's of tlie two latter have already 
lK>en dealt with and this leaves us with only three, 
Kiddieswortli, Glencoe and' Prince Cliarlle. 

Riddlesworth Is the elder of this select little 
party, and although he was not imported uutil 
after Gleiieo** had alread.v made tlmn' seasons in 
the stud in tliis country, we may as well take 
him first. Riddlesworth, chestnut horse, bred by- 
Lord Jersey, also tlie breeder of Glencoe and Bay 
.Middleton — was foaled in 1S2S and was got by 
Emiliiis out of Filagree, tiy Soothsayer from the 

fuinoiiK Web, sister to Whaleitone and Wliisker. 
Riddleswortli was iniiiorted' liy Dr. J. C. Mott of 
Alalmma. Imt eventnally found his way to Ken- 
tucky. wliere lie died at the comparatively early 
age of fifteen years. Riddiesworth's turf career 
did uot extend over any great length of time, hut 
lie won the RidiUesworth Stakes, the Dinner Stake's, 
and tlie Two Tlious.md Guineas, in which he de- 
feated inqiorted Sarpedou, fatuous as tlie sire of 
•Alice Carueal, dam of I..exiuglon. Riddlesworth 

was a short-priced favorite for the Derliy, hut 

sueenmhed to the .'lO to 1 shot Spaniel. The 
irmiliiiH colt also won 400 sovereigns, and 4.’>0 

sovereigns and the Newmarket Derby, tt.'iO sovereigns 
at Ascot, and l.'iO more at IKincaster. Hut he. like 
most of the rest of Eugiaiid’s imported elassie 
wiuiH'rs, has failed to set up a house of his own, 
and is mainly known to fame as the sire of Sally 
Riddlesworth. dam of Maggie G. and ancestress of 
King’s Courier, winner of a Doncaster Cup. in 
wliich lie heat sueli as Merry Gal and the Oaks 

winner, I.a Roelie. King's iVuirler also won the 
.Iwkey (Tub Cup, finishing in front of Suntoi: 

Ascot Gold Clip, at evens; and was placed third 
l.i Merry Gal and David Garrick for the Epsom 
Cup, and has some g<s>d representatives racing for 
him on British soil. 

Now, then, for (ilem'oe, (losslbly the greatest all- 
round and certainly the greatest broodmare sire 

ever imiiorted into this country. Glencoe was c 

ehestniit. lired. as we l.now, by Lord Jersey, and 
foaled in In his breeder’s colors lie won 

tlie Kiddleawui'th Stakes and tbe Two TbonsAod 
Guineas I'roin a field of aix, Flatterer riinuing 
second. Plenipotentiary, however, proved t«si gooil 
fer Itim in tlie Derby, .8hilelagh splitting the pair. 
Glencije also won tlie Desert S’akes. the Garden 
Slakes and the Racing .Stakes, imt wtsild have none 
of Plenipotentiary’s game in the St. James Palace 
Intakes, thoiiirli he won 400 sovereigns at Ascot 
that year. Glencoe also won the .Ascot Gold Cup 
Mint tlie ihsidwiKHl Cup of two and five-eighths miles 
from Colwiek, The .Saddler, Roekingbum (St. Leger) 
St. Giles (Derby 1. and. strangely enough, Mar- 
jK'ssa. afterwards dam of Pocahontas, was also 
included iu the field. Isird Jersey then challenged 
for The Whip, iu which are supposed to he iu- 
(>orpnratPd some hairs from the tail of Ecliiisi*. 
hut the ehnllenge was not aoce|ited and this wound 
up Glencoe's raeiiig career, and on lieing sent to 
the stud in England he immediately iM-eame the 
sire of Pocahontas ami also of the second dam 
of Young .Melbourne and of the dam of Torment, 
the granddain of Petrarch and Rotherbill. Glen- 
coe also was the sire of .Malaga, granddain of 
Cardinal Y’ork. Glencoe was imisirtrd in 1S3C by 
.1. .Tackson of Florence. Ala., but was afterwards 
.sent to Keiituck.v. where he scored his greatest 
successes in tlie stud. Glencoe was a son of Sultan, 
which got more winners of the Two Tliousiind 
Guineas than au.v horse which ever lived and was 
a tail male descendant of Herod, which. In m.v 
opinion, has liad much to do with his excellene’e 
as a hroodm.are sire. Glencoe’s dam. Trampoline, 
was liy Tramp — Web, sister to Whisker and ‘Wo- 
ful. Tills is the liest liranch of Hruee Lowe’s 
No. 1 famil.v. It is uot my piiriiose to draw at- 
tention to tlie merits of Gleiifsie as a sire of race 
horses, hut rather to note what a tremendous in- 

Huenee for good the IiUhhI of Glencoe has uiiou 

the pnsliiction of our present-ila.v race liorsi's. 
Gleiice left onl.v one sou— Vandal- — strong enough 

to carry on tlie line and Vandnl g.it imt one also 
— Virgil — which got Hiud<K», sire of Hanover, a 
genuine one-liorse Glencoe sequence. GleiieiK* is the 
onlv one of all Hie imported classic winners. Diomed 
iuclmh'd. whieli lias proven strong enough to ps- 
talilisli a line of iiis own and descendants of Glen- 
coe in the male line have invariably turned (Hit 

to he extraordiimrily good brooilmare sires, cul- 
minating in Hanover, wlio.se daughter caused liim 
to liead the winning Itroodmare sire list for a 
numlK‘r of years and not one of the “.Aiuerlcaii”- 
lircd winners of tlie English classics was witbniit 
ids or her dash of Glem.xx'. Hanover’s dnugliter. 
Rlioda B.. is tlie dam of the Dertiy winner Orti.v, 
and tile Due Tliousand Guineas winner Rhodor'a. 
.Magnolia, by Glencoe, was the third dam of Iro- 
ipiois. Siboln gets lier Glencoe through Kitty (.'lark. 
Norman III. traces to .Mildred, by Glencoe, (’an 
and Bells has strong Glcucoi' infusions through 
Ilomino. and Durbar H. is out of a mare by 
.Meddler, from T'rania, h.v Hanover, and runs in 
direct female line to Julia. Iiy Glencoe, and all 
tills in addition to tlie .Stoekwell, King Tom and 
Rataplan <-rosses. one or other of which is almost 
sure lo lie found in fliese pedigrees. 

•\t tlie time wlien Hamiver was at tlie zeuitli of 
his fame. Hiere api*eared to lie hut Utile d.mger 
of the Glencoe line, in tail mail, being snutTi'd •■at 
and llamlHirg. when located in Keiituck.v sit the 
famous La Bi'lle Stud, and even wlien standing at 
.Marcus Daly’s far-away Bitter Rtsit St ml in Mou- 
taii.a, aciximplished wonders, hut. since they carted 
him off to New Jersey, that laud of siiiid and 
uK.sipiitoes. his winning annual output lias lieen ma- 
leriall.v lessened and Hnmluirg is getting lo lie 
i|Uile an old man now, alHiough Hiere is time enough 
.vet for him to still make one or two seasons in 
tlie blue grass and this renll.v slioiild lie done, 
as it would lie nollilng sliort of a ealamily if this 
famous line were, like tlie rest. iH'riuittinl to drop 
out iu tall male. I*exingtoii praelieally made Ids 
reputation, .as a sire, off Glelieoe mares. Reel 
priMliiced W.ar Dance, Florlne was tlie dam of Aero- 
lite. dam of Spendthrift. Kiitherford. Jersey Belle, 
etc. .Magnolia, tlie gn*at, was aiiotlier diiugliter, 
as were Volga, Ea.gless, Bmleliglit, Lightsome. 

1 gramhlam of Salvator. Lizzie .Morgan. Sally 
Lewis, dam of .Susan Beane (dam of Onondaga, .Strat- 
ford. Si'usation and .Susquehanna). .Tuditli. ancestress 
of Domino and Hamliurg: Kittv ('lark. Dance, Gnlo- 
pade .Tr., Noviix*. Norfolk’s dam: Sisters to Prior, 
-Mildred. Miriam, granddain of Duke of Magenta; 
Heads I Say. M.v Lad.v. I’evtona. Blonde. Nannie 
Huriaw. Dew Drop’s d.im; Nelmlu, dam of jVsteroiil; 
and Julia, ancestress of Durliar II. 'lYiily a 
marvelous collection of broodmares of Hie Idghest 
class to whieli I’oealiontas and tlie grauddam of 
Young MellMiurne must lie added and I cannot begin 
to lliink of any stallion, in any country, wliich 
has left so marked an impress on tlie hroodiiuire 
lines of Imtli England and the Fnited States. 
Glencoe’s record as a broodmare sire eclipses that 
of an.r otlier sire whicii ever lived. 

When carrying tlie hurdeii of his nineteen .rears. 
Prince CliarUe, tlie Two Thousand Guineas winner 
I of 1872. was pnrehased In England tiy Mr. Daniel 
I .Swigert and ininorted lo stand for service at Ids 
1 Elmendorf Stud, near Is-xiiigtun. Prince Clisrlie. 
a eliestniit of giant size, was a son of Blair 
.Atliol. out of Eastern Empress, bv Surplli-e, and 
d«‘S|>Ite Ills fine [ledigree and enviable racing rei-ord. 

' was practlrally a failure at tbe atud in bis “aiu 



c.iuntree.” Prestonpans, afterwards imported, was 
alnnit the best of the I'riuee’s English get and 
was returned the winner of the Prince of Wales’ 
Nursery at Doncaster. Hoiiefnl .Stakes, and the t'rl- 
lerion Stakes at two, bihI the Liver|i<s»l Autumn 
(’up at three. Loebiel, another son. was exported 
to Australia, where lie liei-ame a pronouneed siie- 
eess as a sire, lint Prince Charlie achieved his 
greatest success as a stallion in tills country. Here 
he gcit the valiant Salvator, the grand race mart' 
Seiiorita. Hayden Edwards, sire of Bannuckbiiru. 
Batten and Rensselaer: Kiiperla and Triaua, dam 
of Buck Massie. 1‘rince Cliarlle was bred by u 

.Mr. H. Jones, hut raced iiniler the silks of the 
famous John Osborne. In his early day.s. on ac- 
count of his rather ungainly and undevVUqied ap- 
lienrance, I’rince (liarlie was not regarded as a 
coming champion, but soon vioii for himself, by 
his electric-like speed, his way into favor ami 
commenced his racing career in most auspicious 
fashion, by taking the Middle Park Plate from 
Labnrmim and Nnneham, and this was followed by 
a win in the Criterion Stakes from Nnneham and 
Cremorne. As a three-year-old. Prince Charlie 
opened his campaign by winning the Two Thousand 
from Cremorne and Queen’s Messenger, with 
Weiilock and King Lud in the field. Tiie undula- 
tions and sharp turns of the Eiisom course, com- 
bined with Ills wind Infirmity, proved his undoing 
In Hie Derby and the ISlair Athol colt was unplaced 
to ('remoriie. Pell Mel I and Queen’s .Messenger. 
Prince Charlie then won at Ascot the Fernhill 
.Stakes, from TromUine. the All-.Agcd Stake.s from 
Wenioi'k and Sterling, iKith great horses, and the 
Drawing RiHiin Stakes at Goodwisid, and ran second 
to Wenlock for the St. Leger. As a fonr-year-old 
Mr. Oslsirne’s horse was nnlieateii. scoring ten 
wins fight off the reel and earned for himsidf the 
title of file Prince of the T. Y. C. No big 
plums came his way, altliongh all comers, over liis 
favorite course, looked alike to him. At five. 
I’riuce Charlie scored eight wins out of nine starts. 
Ills one defeat coming about at tlie hands, or I 
sliould say fi(et, of Blenheim, which, after man.v 
trials, somehow managed to beat him for the 
(jiieen’s Stand Plate at Ascot. Perhaps Prince 
Cliarlie’s last race was his liest. in which he de- 
feated M. Anmont’s ('anil*ridgeshlre winner. Pent 
Etre, over tin* severe Rowley mile at Newmarket. 
The Prince Cliarlie line In tail m.sle appears to 
he rapidly fading out. though not quite done witli 
.vet. for Barney Schreilier’s Bannockburn is an- 
nually responsildc for a fair simre of winners ami 
Hiere are still some male descendants of I.«chiel 
doing stud duty in Australia. It is strange, in- 
d<‘ed. the manner in wliich tliese male lines come 
ami go. Who, at one time, would have thought that 
Emilius would lie snowed nniier or that the Blair 
AHiol line would have drofiiicd out in the third 
generation? it is only hy a slender thread that 
.Melbourne still holds on. 

Three winners of the .Ascot Gold Cup have been 
sent lo ns from abroad — two. Glencoe and St. 
Gatien, from England, and one, Mortemer. from 
France. The ix'rformances and their inllncnce on 
tlie blood stoi-k of this connfry of the two first 
mentioned has already been teiiched' upon, which 
leaves us only Mortemer to deal with. Mortemer 
was a chestnut, foaleil in LSK.’i. a grand race 
horse, both in France and England, and a success 
in the stud in France as well as this country and 
was altogether a Frenchman of distinction. Tlie 
year 18(J5 was a fortunate one for that great 
French lirceder and siairtsman. Count l>aGrang<>, 
for not only was Mnrteinei foaled his property that 
year, tint that splendid race horse. Gladiatenr. also 
carried off England’s Triple Crown and won the 
Grand Prix in France ns well, a feat never ac- 
(vmplished before nor since. 

The house of Herod claims Mortemer, which 
was hy Complegnc out of Cointessi', hv nie Baron 
or Nuncio, and a member of Brin>e I.owe’s No. 1 
family. Compiegne was a son of Fitz Gladiator, 
son of Gladiator, sire of Queen Mary, and another 
of the many good horses such as Fl.ving Diitch- 
m.in and West Australian, which have Imh-u taken 
out of England hy the FYench. 

As many another horse, famous in after life for 
his ability to pack the weight and stay the dis- 
tance. Mortemer did notliing to set Hie Thames 
on fire ns a two-year-old. finisliing unplaced in 
a Stockbridge Biennial, his only start in Eiigliind. 
and sc.iring a couple of minor wins in France. 
Tlie following season, ns a three-year-old. .Mortemer 
ran four times in England and the liest he could 
do was to get second to .Athena for the Grand 
Duke Michael Stakes. .Mortemor. however, registered 
four victories in his own country, ran second to Oura- 
gam at Baden Baden. Germany, and was placed sec- 
ond to Sedan for the Grand St. Leger de France. His 
wins include Prix Principal, 1 mile and 7 furlongs: 
I’rix de Acacias, 1 % miles, worth l*.8(X) francs: 
Prix de la Seine and a liieiiiiinl worth 7.000 francs, 
lit was, however, as a four-year-nid that .Mortemer 
i came out In his true colors and sliowed what 
sterling stuff he was made of. Starting in eighteen 
races, he won just half of them, always rnniiinn 
in the liest of cianpany, at long distances and 
carrying much weiglit. ('oniit LaGrange’s horse 
Won Hie Prix de la Seine, 1%, miles: ran second 
to Troeadero for tlie Paris Chip; won tlie Prix dii 
Printeinps. 1% miles, 1.32 pounds up. and the Prix 
de Satry. 2% miles, carrying Hie almost impossllilc 
liiird“ii of I4’J iionnds. Le Sarr.izin N-at him twice, 
.nt evens. f.*r tlie Prix de I/IOmiierenr. :t miles, 
and the Prix de Pavillion, 2 miles, eacli lime liv 
half a Icngtii. and tlie horse wound up his fonr- 
year-old career liy heating .Mademoiselle de I'igiiy. 
Glotho. TriM-adero, and Dutch Skater for the Prix 
de A'ille at Marseilles. 

Mortemer started in half a dozen races the fol- 
lowing season and won five of them, incIniKng the 
len-tlionsand-fraiic Paris Spring (’up. the Prix de 
la Si'itie. 1(4 miles, for the third time: lieat Diitcli 
Skater, when iiicking up 147 iMiuiids. for tlic Prix 
de Pavillion, and Hie Prix do L’Emperenr, easily, 
from Mars. Tlie following season, back in Euglnnil 
once more, Mortemer scored two victories nut of 
four tries. Mortciner’s most meritorious iierform- 
anee was, of course, his victory in Hie .Ascot Gold 
Clip, in whieli he lieat Verdure (gr.anddam of Sir 
Visto and Bonn A’ista). Bothwell (Two 'riioiisand 
Gnineasi, Kingcraft (Derliy), Gertrude and SIderol 
ite. .Mortemer also ran third to Sliaiinoii and 
Favonins (Derby), in tlie Goodwood Cup. and was 
after Hiis retired to the stud in France, where 
lie got that great horse Vernenil (.-*,scot Gold 
Vase.
